Chicago’s 10 *most dangerous’ intersections

Anyone who has felt they were endangering 
their lives crossing the street at the intersec- 
tion of Milwaukee, Damen and North avenues 
in Wicker Park can understand how it landed 
on a recently released list of most dangerous 
intersections in the city 

Local advocacy organization Active Trans- 
portation Alliance on Tuesday launched a new 
campaign to increase pedestrian safety in the 
city by releasing a list of lo of the cit/s “most 
dangerous” streets for pedestrians to cross, 
based on an analysis of state crash data. The 
intersections include Halsted Street, Lincoln 
and Fullerton avenues in Lincoln Park, as well 
as 63rd Street and Martin Luther King Drive in 
Washington Park. Three of the 10 intersections 
feature three streets intersecting at one point. 

‘At those six-way intersections, I think 
people are often confused about which is the 
way to go or when to go,” said Kyle White- 
head, a director of this and other advocacy 
campaigns for ATA. “With the oncoming cars, 
the oncoming cyclists, at these intersections in 
particular the frequence of conflicts is much 
greater because they all impact your decision- 
making. You’ie not just walking up to the street 
and waiting, and then going, because there’s so 
much else going on.” 

The campaign is calling for the city to im- 
prove street design at the intersections and 
elsewhere, and enforce traffic laws in those 
areas better. Last year Chicago saw 29 pedes- 
trian fatalities, and there have been 21 reported 
so far this year, according to ATA officials, who 
track fatal crash reports. 

“Our streets are valuable public spaces and 
crossing them shouldn’t require putting your 
life at risk,” Ron Burke, ATA’s executive direc- 
tor, said in a press release. 

There were more than 4,700 pedestrian 
crashes, and 130 pedestrian fatalities, statewide 
in 2012, according to the Illinois Department 
of Transportation— figures that were cited in 
the ATA report. ATA officials said they iden- 
tified the 10 intersections to target for the 


campaign based on an analysis of 2011 and 2012 
crash data, feedback from staff members and 
suggestions from the public. That means the 
list is not ranking the intersections’ dangerous- 
ness based solely on quantitative measures. 

The city’s intersections could be improved 
by adding “stop for pedestrians” signs, refuge 
islands and speed feedback signs where there 
are none, Whitehead said, among other sug- 
gestions. 

“(The Chicago Department of Transporta- 
tion] is already working on these types of im- 
provements at other locations throughout the 
city but the barrier is always funding,” he said. 


“We do have aldermanic menu money {a fund 
that individual aldermen may use to finance 
local infrastructure projects], but there’s no 
dedicated annual source in the city budget to 
fund pedestrian infrastructure improvement. 
There’s a certain amount of advocacy that 
needs to be done to get that funding allocated 
and identify alternative streams.” 

CDOT officials said the city’s own cam- 
paign to promote pedestrian safety is aiming to 
reduce “serious pedestrian injuries” by 50 per- 
cent every five years and eliminate pedestrian 
fatalities within the next decade.

Lucas Museum sparks ideas for transit

Museum Campus, the space along the Chica- 
go lakefront devoted to Soldier Field, North- 
erly Island, Adler Planetarium and other 
museums, may not be just for cyclists, pedes- 
trians and drivers any more. 

Streetcars, gondolas and trolleys are just 
some of the ideas that have been floated to 
improve transit options at Museum Cam- 
pus. The Metropolitan Planning Council, a 
group of community leaders devoted to city 
development, hosted an open house Tuesday 
in the Loop to solicit feedback on how to 
make Museum Campus more accessible. 

The call for comments comes months 
after “Stars Wars” filmmaker George Lucas 
picked Chicago as the site for his contro- 
versial Lucas Museum of Narrative Art. The 
proposed building site is parking space near 
Soldier Field. 

At Tuesday’s open house participants 
checked out display boards of different pro- 
posals for modes of transportation and sug- 
gested improvements for how to ease travel 
around Museum Campus including adding a 
visitor center, creating a wayflnding app and 
coordinating signs directing visitors to vari- 
ous sites. 

“We can imagine the variety of possibili- 
ties,” said Yonah Freemark, Metropolitan 
Planning Council project manager. “We’re 


hoping to get as much outreach as possible.” 

Alex Burchard, 23, lives in Streeterville 
but said he rides his bike through Museum 
Campus every day to get to classes at the Il- 
linois Institute of Technology in Bronzeville. 

Burchard said he is intrigued about the 


idea of streetcars operating through that 
area. He’s found it’s not easy to figure out 
which buses pick up and drop off in Museum 
Campus and where these points are, he said, 
and he suggested more signs would help ease 
confusing traffic flow.

Oct. 21 at the 
Spertus Institute, 610 S. Michigan Ave.; a 
Greater South Loop Association open house 
6 to 8 p.m. Oct. 27 at Vice District Brewing, 
1454 S. Michigan Ave.; and the Near South 
Planning Board meeting at noon Oct. 30 at 
the Hilton Chicago, 720 S. Michigan Ave. 


“I think I would be more likely to take 
out-of-town friends who are in town to Mu- 
seum Campus if it was easier to get to,” Bur- 
chard said. 

Keith Smith, of Streeterville, also was in- 
terested in the potential addition of street- 
cars. Smith, 44, said he goes to Museum 
Campus because he has a shared sailboat on 
Burnham Harbor. 

He said he attended the open house be- 
cause he’s curious how transit decisions are 
made. 

Smith doesn’t have a car and said he would 
like more pedestrian and bicycle friendly op- 
tions in the area. 

“I think [the city is] putting infrastructure 
in place that’s favoring cars,” Smith said.

CTA: Complaints up about rude operators

More riders are filing complaints to the CTA 
about rude bus drivers and train operators, 
CTA statistics show 

The CTA has logged 97 rider complaints 
about rude operators this year through Sep- 
tember, versus 66 complaints during the same 
time last year, according to data presented 
Tuesday at the CTA’s quarterly riders with dis- 
abilities advisory committee meeting. 

There were 82 total complaints about rude 
operators in all of 2013, CTA data show 

Overall, 109 more complaints were made 
about issues affecting riders with disabilities 
this year through September, from 420 com- 
plaints in 2013 to 529 complaints in 2014. 

The most common complaint was about 
CTA employees who didn’t follow protocol 


laid out by the Americans with Disabilities 
Act, a 1990 law intended to ensure equal transit 
access for riders with disabilities. 

Those types of complaints include workers 
not helping secure wheelchairs in priority seats 
and fare problems on buses. Riders with dis- 
abilities can board the CTA at a discounted rate. 

A spokesman for ATU Local 241, the CTA 
bus worker union, did not respond to a request 
for comment. 

ADA-related complaints comprise about 
4 percent of the 13,655 complaints the CTA has 
received this year through September. 

In July the CTA began tracking complaints 
specifically related to riders and strollers tak- 
ing up priority seating intended for riders with 
disabilities and the elderly 

Federal law requires the CTA to set aside 


some seating on buses and trains for the elderly 
and riders with disabilities. Some CTA com- 
munications also encourage riders to stand up 
for pregnant women. 

There have been 14 priority-seating com- 
plaints from July to September and four com- 
plaints about strollers. John Ward, a CTA bus 
facilities manager, told the ADA committee 
the hierarchy for priority seating is riders in 
wheelchairs or scooters, riders with other 
physical disabilities not in mobility devices, 
the elderly, then expectant mothers. 

Ward said he works with bus drivers on how 
to approach riders with strollers in priority 
seating. 

“No one appreciates being told in front of 
the entire bus to move,” Ward said.

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Kristof at NU: Students 
should broaden horizons

Students packed a Northwestern University 
auditorium Monday night to hear Nicholas 
Kristof encourage them to be somewhere 
else. 

“A crucial part of education is to get out 
of the classroom and into an environment 
that’s really different,” said the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning, globe-trotting New York Times 
columnist. “Y)u can basically get out of your 
comfort zone. You can do that in Cairo, you 
can do that in Asia, you can do that in Africa; 
frankly, you can do that in some neighbor- 
hoods in Chicago. ... This is something that 
can provide an overlay of purpose or meaning 
for all of us.” 

The lecture, sponsored by several North- 
western groups, aimed to get students think- 
ing empathetically about the world, as well as 
promote Kristof ’s new book with Sheryl Wu- 
Dunn, ‘A Path Appears.” 

Calling attention to what he called an “em- 
pathy gap,” Kristof spoke about the dangers 
of privileged people isolating themselves 
among those with similar privileges. 

“If you are affluent, you can manage pretty 
effectively to insulate yourself from need,” he 
said. 

And while he acknowledged the benefits 
of advocating locally, he said a person’s chari- 
table dollar can stretch further away from 
home. 

“I think empathy should be a broader hu- 



manistic concept,” he said. “You can save a life 
for very modest sums abroad.” 

Reaching out can benefit the giver, not just 
the receiver, he said, citing research tying lon- 
gevity to charity work. 

“Those who are more engaged in a cause 
... they live longer, they’re happier,” he said. 
“That sense of public service correlated more 
with longevity than their cholesterol levels 
did.”

While arresting the man, police say officers 
discovered he was carrying illegal drugs. 


The suspect, iden- 
tified as Bryan Duffy 
29, of the 3900 block 
of West Belmont Ave- 
nue, was charged with 
two misdemeanor 
counts of resisting ar- 
rest and obstructing 
a police officer, one misdemeanor count of 
reckless conduct, in addition to one felony 
count of possession of a controlled substance, 
according to police. 

Duffy appeared in bond court on the drug 
charge Monday, where he was held with no 
bail for violating his bail bond in another case 
where he is facing pending weapons charges, 
according to court records.

hysical comedy has been a trusty weapon in The Second City arsenal 
for decades, but even the limber comedians at the storied Chicago in- 
stitution have found new muscles to stretch since teaming up with Hub- 
bard Street Dance Chicago in February And we’re not talking pantomimed 


pie-in-the-face kind of shtick. 

“It makes me way more willing to take risks 
with my body” Second City veteran Tim Ma- 
son said. “Up to this point, it was very much 
that when I improvised, I was a talking head. 
But (the Hubbard Street dancers are] so phys- 
ical that I just find myself being more physi- 
cally expressive.” 

That shift in mindset will come in handy for 
Mason and his fellow funnymen and women 
when they trade in their hare-bones black 
chairs and intimate improv stages for elabo- 
rate sets at Millennium Park’s Harris Theater 
with the West Loop-based dance company 
starting Wednesday 

Unlike previous collaborations— last year’s 
“The Second City Guide to the Opera,” for 
example, was a comedic take on the subject 
of opera itself— Hubbard Street and Second 
City’s first joint venture, called “The Art of 
Falling,” isn’t meant to be a funny commentary 
on dance, but a wholly new creation that fuses 
comedy and dance into a single form. 

“When we first saw a Hubbard Street per- 
formance, we saw ‘One Thousand Pieces’ {by 
resident choreographer Alejandro Cerrudo},” 
said Mason, who is also the show’s head writer. 
“It was so beautiful and so moving that I told 
BiUy [Bungeroth], the director, ‘The last thing 
I want to do is make fun of that.’ And so that’s 
where kind of the starting off point of creating 
something a little different [came from}.” 

What they’ve made, an elaborate perfor- 
mance anchored by six actors from The Sec- 
ond City and 30 Hubbard Street dancers, has 
used the largest creative team in the dance 
company’s almost 40 -year history In addition 
to five in-house choreographers, producers, 
scenic designers, costume and prop designers 


and lighting designers were brought on board 
during the process, Hubbard Street artistic di- 
rector Glenn Edgerton said. 

“Most of our work is abstract, but here 
you’re getting into more storytelling,” Edger- 
ton said. The show taps archival ma- 
terial from both companies and 
follows a handful of storylines 
on the titular topic of letting 
go, Edgerton said— a fitting analogy to the 
collaboration itself “You’re allowing yourself 
to take a risk to the point of falling or fail- 
ing,” he said. “We don’t know where it’s go- 
ing and we’re just jumping full-force into 
this with wide eyes and ex- 
citement.” 

Eor the performers, 
the coming together of 
mediums was more 
seamless than ex- 
pected, though 
both companies 
faced a learning 
curve. Hubbard 

Street artists found the comedi- 
ans’ style of following each others’ 
lead through quick-thinking and 
dialogue helped them with their 
own give-and-take, Edgerton 
said. The Second City’s team 
threw their own assumptions 
about dancers’ restraint and 
structure out the window as 
they watched their co-stars riff 
off the music and each other. 

“They’re able to tell stories in 
a different way than we could 
with our words,” said Sec- 


ond City ensemble member Rashawn Scott, 
who had no dance training before joining the 
cast. “It’s a challenge as an actor to get to an 
emotional place to make people laugh and 
make them feel something at the same time.” 

Other actors have surprised even them- 
selves. Playing a dancer in one storyline. Sec- 
ond City cast member Travis Turner quickly 
has risen to the occasion, according to Ma- 
son. ‘At the other extreme. I’m still trying to 
stand up in this one dance,” Mason said with 
a laugh. And what if, come showtime, he’s 
still struggling? Cerrudo, the 
choreographer, has giv- 
en Mason something 
of a pass: ‘Alejandro, 
the other day, was like, 
‘I think it’s funny when you 
don’t get up at the right time. 
Try it. But if you don’t 
get it, that’s OK. If 
you look different, 
that’s good,’ ” he said. 
It’s that in-the-mo- 
ment energy that The 
Second City is 
known for, and 
the knack for 
improvisation, as 
it turns out, was what the 
companies shared. It’s also what 
they hope will make the ambitious 
production work. “The comedy 
part of it has found its way in 
ways that maybe aren’t typically 
Second City and in the dance I 
think some of it’s not typical 
Hubbard Street,” Mason said. 
‘They both obviously are 
coming from that place, but 
I think this hybrid is some- 
thing completely different 
and new for both institu- 
tions.”

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King Gizzard and the 
Lizard Wizard is more 
than an amazing name

King Gizzard and the Lizard Wizard sounds 
like the title of a long-lost Dr. Seuss book. It’s 
actually a trippy psych-rock seven-piece from 
Melbourne, Australia. 

Formed in 2011, the prolific crew has two 
full-length records to its name this year alone: 
“Oddments,” which surfaced in March, and 
“I’m In %ur Mind Fuzz,” which is scheduled 
for digital release on HaUoween and should be 
pressed on vinyl and CD by year’s end. With 
KG & the LW set to visit Subterranean on Sat- 
urday here’s a list of reasons you might want to 
consider these Aussies your new favorite band. 

1. Music fans tend to say they listen to 
everything, but these guys sound like they 
actually do 

Nearly every concert write-up and/or album 
review describes the band’s sound as “un- 
classifiable.” And it’s true. On “Oddments,” 
the musicians’ audition styles like a harried 
impressionist rapidly running through the en- 
tirety of his or her schtick, and its giddy ram- 
shackle tunes arrive steeped in vintage soul, 
garage, psychedelia, advertising jingles, world 
music, 1960s pop and much, much more. 

2. Richard Linklater is going to need to cast 
someone in his proposed “spiritual sequel” 
to “Dazed and Confused” 

And these shaggy indifferently dressed musi- 
cians easily could fit the bill. I mean, take a look 
at that press photo; these dudes could have 
been beamed in from the late ’60s or early ’70s. 

3. The band members have a fondness for 
technology popularized decades ago 

King Gizzard’s latest video, for the “Mind 
Fuzz” track “Cellophane,” was filmed in 
3-D — but not that modern, uber-expensive 
RealD that makes directors like James Cam- 
eron swoon. We’re talking old-fashioned, 
straight-from-the-drive-in, red/blue lens 3-D. 
Procure some specs and head to redeye 
chicago.com to check out the video. 

4. It turned $50,000 from an Australian brew- 
ing company into a new album and a U.S. tour 

In 2013 King Gizzard was awarded the 
inaugural Global Music Grant at Australia’s 
Carlton Dry Independent Music Awards. 

The band utilized a portion of the $50,000 
prize to fund an extended stateside trek, 
which included a high-profile stop at the Aus-

5. San Francisco rockers Thee Oh Sees are 
fans 

Well, Thee Oh Sees frontman John Dwyer is, 
anyway “I’m In Y)ur Mind Fuzz” is scheduled 
to be released on his label Castle Face Records. 

6. The musicians transform indecisiveness 
into an admirable character trait 

The first two tracks on “I’m In Your Mind 
Fuzz” are “I’m In Y)ur Mind” and “I’m Not

REALLY HAVE LIVED 
THE GOOD LIE’

Ger Duany doesn’t want to say how many 
years he spent as a child soldier in South Su- 
dan. The story is more than just a number. 

“This kind of question need explanation,” 
says “The Good Lie” co-star, a former refugee 
currently based in New Tbrk and previously 
seen in “I Heart Huckabees.” 

“Tbu have to understand, the war, when it 
come to the community, is not like people go 
find the war and {it’s} distant away from them. 
War is something that we born into. Even 
though we create normalcy and we function 
as a community, we’ve all been in the war since 
the very beginning. ... So I never [didn’t know] 
the violence. That’s why it’s hard for me to dif- 
ferentiate when people ask for numbers. 

“I know Americans like statistics, but it 
doesn’t work that way” 

That’s understandable, as much as any 
Westerner can understand the unimaginable. 
What everyone should grasp is how fortunate 
it is that Hollywood picked authenticity over 
star power and hired several South Sudanese 
actors for the film, out Friday [FYI: South 
Sudan became a sovereign nation in 2011.} 
Jeremiah (Duany), Paul (Emmanuel Jal, also 
a former child soldier and refugee) and Ma- 
mere (Arnold Oceng) leave a refugee camp 
in Kenya, arrive in Missouri and receive job 
placement assistance from Carrie (Reese 
Witherspoon). But this isn’t a movie saluting 
Carrie. It begins with the characters walking 
hundreds of miles to escape civil war in Sudan 
in the mid-’8os, and when the plot shifts to 
the year 2000 in the Midwest, the Sudanese 
characters remain the focus. Because it’s their 
story 

Here are some stories the 35-year-old Dua- 
ny and 3 6 -year-old Jal (a rapper with two songs 
on the film’s soundtrack), both of whom lost 
many family members during the civil war 
in Sudan, told me at the Hotel Palomar. The 
only context you need to get started is that Jal 
spent three months walking toward Ethiopia. 
He traveled with hundreds; only 16 survived. 
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Emmanuel Jal: There was starvation; I was 
tempted to eat my friend. There was so 
many terrible things happening. One of {the 
actresses in “The Good Lie”}, her brother 
was with me that journey And I remember 
how he died exactly He was injured, so when 
we were all [leaving] they lied to him that 
we were going to come back for him, so they 
put him on the tree with his gun. And as he 
was watching us, we were going just a few 
meters, he saw that nobody would really 
come back and he shot himself 

Ger Duany: My area is 500 miles away from 
Ethiopia. Me and [Emmanuel] are not from 
the same area. His area is more further. It’s a 
bit of a distance from where I’m from. Not 
only that, I didn’t come to Ethiopia all at 
once. I did that distance more than once. 
Three times. So when you accumulate all the 
miles, I know they go to a million miles. If 
you want, it can go from here to the heaven. 

EJ: [Laughs.] ’Cause there were no cars. 

GD: [Laughs.] It is not like you walk at one 
time, and then you’re there and that’s it. No, 
you can go there and then you find yourself 
going another place, going another place, 
roaming around, make yourself a home, be- 
ing chased away So we can’t really give you 
numbers, my friend. 

EJ:I was smuggled into Kenya by a British 
aid worker called Emma McCune. So my 
experience of complex civilization was when 
I was smuggled to Kenya. Just like in the 
movie when you see guys eating butter and 
[having a culture clash], my own experience 
was first time I was given soap that smell like 
pineapple, I ate it. [Laughs.] I took a bite 
and realized it was soap. [RedEye: It prob- 
ably tastes OK, right?] [Laughs.] No, it’s just 
the smell! It tastes like soap! 

GD: Imagine you, you’re leaving your home- 
town here in America and you come into my 
village. What would go on in your mind? It’s 
very difficult, yes. You are going to a world 
that you don’t understand. That’s when you 
realize that, “I’m really lost.” It was just an- 
other way to figure out how to learn this new 
culture. That’s an obstacle that all Southern 
Sudanese who are political refugees have to 
encounter, and they have to accept the pain 
and the struggle, and it becomes just a learn- 
ing experience after all. 

GD: There was time that the post-traumatic 
stress disorder had taken place too. When I 
came here I was 15, 16 years old, freshman in 
high school. I didn’t speak English, so a lot 
of teenagers who were my age made fun of 
me with my [height], my skin color. I came 
across racisms because I came up in Bloom- 
ington, Ind. Many names called. That’s

racism that I didn’t understand in America, 
so it didn’t really affect me because I had my 
own problems where I was coming from. 
[Laughs.] I didn’t have the understanding. 

I didn’t speak English. Snow was another 


problem because we didn’t know how to 
really dress. Those are things that we had to 
learn through the people that received us. 

By how we see Reese [Witherspoon] playing 
that character, those kind of roles was played 


by American people to welcome us here. 

EJ:Eor me, I think I’m very lucky because 
I use music for social, emotional learning. I 
use my music as a painkiller. In the morning 
sometimes people may laugh at me, but I 
can actually joke for five minutes. Then I rap 
as I joke. Even doing this movie wasn’t an 
easy experience to actually do this film be- 
cause it’s reliving it. Sometimes it feel like it 
happened last week. Some memories like it 
happened yesterday And now we’re repeat- 
ing every time we go and watch the movie. 

GD: Personally me, I have memory like no 
others. My [memories], they can hunt me 
down. I remember things [from when] I was 
kid. If I see something— like I see you now, I 
can never forget. I see you, I will remember 
you. So my memories really been hunting me 
down for all my life. In a way [you could look 
at it as] an advantage, and it became a disad- 
vantage too. The older I’m getting and then 
I still remember everything. Probably since 
I was 4 years old to right now I remember 
everything. “Everything,” like Paul say in the 
movie. Everything!

Meet Chicago’s hopeful on the latest season of Top Chef’

“Top Chef” Season 12 premieres Wednesday on Bravo, and of its 16 competitors, only 
one hails from Chicago: Trenchermen executive sous chef Rebecca LaMalfa. 

A Culinary Institute of America graduate, she worked at several Michelin-rated 
restaurants, including Michael Mina in San Francisco and Daniel Boulud Brasserie and 
Le Cirque in Las Vegas, before moving to Chicago in 2012 to assist in opening Trencher- 
men (named one of Bon Appetit’s “Top 50 Best New Restaurants” in 2013). 


LaMalfa is no stranger to competition: The 
32-year old, who says her go-to style is French 
comfort food (“I definitely lean toward clas- 
sic bistro dishes with a twist, and just kind of 
moderned up and lightened up”), grew up pro- 
fessionally competing in horse shows with her 
mom. Reared in Northern California, her dad 
is a second-generation farmer and her great- 
grandfather was a butcher. LaMalfa, who is 
married to Sixteen executive chef Thomas 


Lents, had to be mum about show specifics 
during this interview in mid- September. 

Did you do anything specific to get on 
“Top Chef”? 

They asked me {to come in and interview}. I 
was called and asked, and then I literally flew 
{back to Chicago] from a humongous horse 
show in Scottsdale, [Ariz., where LaMalfa 
won the amateur reining class}. I jumped off 




the plane and I still had my champion jacket 
on, and I went into the interview, and {the 
people there] were like, “That is the craziest 
jacket I’ve ever seen!” I was like, it was a little 
bit weird to be walking around in downtown 
Chicago, interviewing for a “Top Chef” posi- 
tion when I have riding jeans on, boots and 
a giant sparkly jacket that says “Scottsdale 
Champion” on it. [Laughs.] 

What did you do to prepare? 

Nothing is going to prepare you completely 
for “Top Chef” Like, you think you’re 
prepared, and you’re like, OK, you have dish 
prototypes in your head. And then you get 
there, and it’s not anything that you’d ever 
expect. You are armed with the tools that you 
have given yourself with your career. Hope- 
fully you have chosen wisely! 

Dessert seems to be a particular challenge 
for competitors. Did you have dessert 
recipes in mind? 

I went with probably two desserts in my head 
that I knew I could do that had been suc- 
cessful and that parts of them I had done at 
Trenchermen that were pretty versatile, but I 
did knowing that that was a testing for other 
contestants on “Top Chef,” that I needed to 
have something in my arsenal that I could do. 
I was also terrified of having to be on Restau- 
rant Wars and doing the desserts. 

If you were able to pick the cuisine on 
Restaurant Wars, what would it be? 

I went into that kind of, that was the one that 
I wasn’t prepared for because you’re working 
with four other people that you may or may 
not get along with, so it’s like [you do] what- 
ever you can do to make peace, to make the 
most successful restaurant you can with what 
you’re given in the time frame that you got. 

How important is it to be a team player? 

I think that is a huge part of being successful, 
but that’s also a huge part of being successful 
in a restaurant. Y)u cannot be just a lone war- 
rior swimming against a stream when it takes 
a village to make a successful restaurant. 
Everyone has to be working together, on the 
same page. And if you can’t follow directions 
or you always think you know better and 
you’re going to do whatever anyway, if you’re 
in my restaurant, you’re not going to be in my 
restaurant very much longer. 

What are your strengths over your competi- 
tors that gave you confidence going into 
“Top Chef”? 

I know I’m a good chef, I know that I’m 
good at this; this isn’t going to take that away 
from me. And I know I can work with people 
even if I don’t particularly like them. Like, I 
can figure out. And I’m pretty good at ma- 
nipulating situations that I can pretty much 
be successful in. 


The competition’s in Boston with challenges 
at The Bull and Finch, Fenway Park, Plimoth 
Plantation and one involves preparing a 
meal with ingredients that were only avail- 
able at the first Thanksgiving. What’s had 
you most excited and most anxious culinary- 
wise about these specific challenges? 

I’m kind of weird. I was so much more into 
the task at hand than where we were going or 
what was going to happen and what I needed 
to do. Like, I rewrote my prep list probably 
seven times a night and then had a mental 
timeline of what I was going to get done to 
be successful, and then if I couldn’t find this, 

I was going to change it to that. 

If you’re a finalist, what will you prepare for 
your final menu? 

One thing that I learned when I was there is 
you can have that menu planned all you want 
to, and, like, it doesn’t matter, because your 
final menu might have to be out of these 
lo ingredients or with these certain people 
and they don’t cook that way And if you have 
a hard-line menu of “this is what you’re going 
to do,” you’re done. 

So, having ideas propped ahead of time 
doesn’t make a difference in the end? 

Y)u have to be able to roll with the punches 
to survive this. And then be able to calm 
yourself enough to go, “OK, I know I have 
this person and they’re good at this, and this 
person and they’re good at this.” Like, OK, 
this is what we’re going to do. Plan and go. 

What was the most intimidating aspect of 
“Top Chef”? 

Just the actual being there and realizing that 
this is happening right now Go! Like, you 
just walk in there for the first time and try 
to breathe it all in, and it looks kind of like it 
does on TV, but it doesn’t. Y)u’re surrounded 
by all these people that you know are really 
good, or they wouldn’t be there, and then 
there’s [host and judge] Padma [Lakshmi] 
standing there in the middle looking all 
perfect, and then you know she’s going to tell 
you something that you kind of don’t want to 
hear. [Laughs.] 

I wouldn’t want to stand next to Padma, 
either. 

She’s all perfect, and you’re a sweat ball ’cause 
you’ve been running around, and you’re like, 
“Can you please stand over there?” Or, like. 
I’m just going to move around everybody 
else at the end of the line, so nobody can see 
that I look like I just jumped out of a pool. 
[Laughs.] 

If you win, what do you plan to do with the 
money? (The “Top Chef” winner receives 
$ 125 , 000 .) 

Oh, my God, pay off my student loans from 
Culinary Institute of America— thank God!

Plucking up political courage 


Be warned, this 
book is not for the 
politically faint of 
heart. 

“#Newsfail” is the 
manifesto of Jamie 
Kilstein and Allison 
Kilkenny the fiercely 
and unapologetically 
liberal founders of 
podcast “Citizen 
Radio.” The married 
co-hosts, both in 
their early 30s, tell 
the story of how their 
independent Internet radio show came to be 
and to break down how mainstream media 
hangs more to the right than to the left on a 
variety of issues ranging from climate change 
to feminism to gun control. 

Through the lens of each issue, they build 
a good case for the anti-liberalism of the 
media by using examples that anyone who 
has watched TV in the past few years should 
be familiar with: Occupy Wall Street, Rep. 
Todd Akin’s controversial comments about 
“legitimate rape,” the list goes on. And no 
media outlet— from Fox News to MSNBC 
to Jon Stewart— is safe from their sharp and 
persuasive scrutiny 

Their ultimate argument is that 
independent media (i.e., media free from 
corporate, commercial backers) is the answer 
to counteracting #newsfail, aka the inability of 
mainstream media to report the news without 
a conservative agenda because of the fear of 
losing viewers and/or sponsors. 

This seems to assume independent media is 
immune to all of the pitfalls of its mainstream 
counterpart, and that listeners both are 
discerning enough to recognize the difference

and generous enough to puU out their wallets 
to show support. I’m not completely sold, 
but it’s not for lack of the authors’ eloquent, 
profanity-sprinkled reasoning. 

They sound so damn smart and exude an 
aura of cool that you find yourself nodding, 
even if afterward you go, “Wait a minute ...” 

Their ability to link seemingly unrelated 
topics together walks a fine line between 
stream-of-consciousness rambling and the 
ordered logic of a flowchart. It’s how they 
tie a hashtag-friendly topic like marijuana 
legalization to the less popular issue of racial 
disparities in the prison system. It’s how they 
tie reducing carbon emissions and halting 
climate change with veganism. 

It’s also how they intersperse fiinny 
personal anecdotes among the serious and 
often downright depressing facts and figures. 
Between the pages of political agitation is a 
self-deprecating, snarkylove story 

The tone sometimes errs on the side of 
preachiness, which makes it difficult to 
determine whether the authors are trying to 
convert conservatives (unlikely as any right- 
leaning reader would have a difficult time 
making it through the introduction), or trying 
to goad into action fair-weather liberals who 
believe voting for Obama and supporting gay 
marriage are enough to earn them left-wing 
cool points. 

If it is the latter, then I retract my first 
statement: This book is exactly for the 
politically faint of heart.
